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WHAT IS CLAIMED IS: 

1 . A stable aqueous pharmaceutical formulation comprising a therapeutically 
effective amount of an antibody not subjected to prior lyophilization, a buffer maintaining the pK in 
the range from about 4.5 to about 6.0, a surfactant and a polyol. 

2. The formulation of claim 1 which is isotonic. 

3. The formulation of claim 1 which is stable at a temperature of about 2~8°C for at 
least one year. 

4. The formulation of claim 1 which is stable following freezing and thawing of the 
formulation.

20. The formulation of claim 15 wherein the antibody is present in an amount of about 
30-50 mg/mL 

30 21 . The formulation of claim 20 wherein the buffer is about 20-30 mM acetate at 

about pH 5, the polyol is trehalose in an amount of about 1-15% w/v, the surfactant Is polysorbate 
in an amount of about 0.01-0.03%, and wherein the formulation further comprises benzyl alcohol 
in an amount of about 0.5 to 1%. 
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22, An article of manufacture comprising a container holding a stable aqueous 
pharmaceutical formulation comprising a therapeutically effective amount of an antibody not 
subjected to prior lyophitization, a buffer maintaining the pH in the range from about 4.5 to about 
6.0, a surfactant and a polyol. 

5 23* A method for stabilizing an antibody in an aqueous pharmaceutical formulation by 

combining a therapeutically effective amount of an antibody not subjected to prior lyophilization, a 
buffer maintaining the pH in the range from about 4.5 to about 6.0, a surfactant and a polyol. 
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
